I 
know that Robin, Molly, Maurice and Lulu must be very busy so I 
asked Mrs Gibb about her famous sons. Mrs Gibb is most definitely 
a very proud Mum. "I couldn't of asked for better boys" she told 
me, "I mean when they were young they were mischievious, but never 
really naughty. Mischievious? Must of been Maurice thought I. 
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"Oh dear no, Maurice was a little angel!! it was Robin who was the 
little monkey. He was always playing practical jokes (seems like the 
twins changed characters as they got older) and he had a great liking 
for fires, some of which got him into trouble.
